Measuring Land by Pacing 


Five paces areconsidered equalto one 
lineal rod. Aman having long legs can 
easily go more thuna rodat five paces ; 
while a person with short legs would be ra- 
quired to step much fartlier than would be 
an easy movement for him, in order to mea- 
asure off with a rule; then let the person 
who proposes to measure by pacing® step 
arod at five paves. After alittle practice 
lie can guage bis steps with sufficient ac- 
curacy,to enable him to measure any square 
piece ofland by pacing. . Fifty paces will 
be equal to ten, rods in length, And if the 
piece be equal to, eight rods, ‘Therefore, 
eight multiplied by tea will give the num- 
ber of square rods in the field, We hava 
then thissimplerule ; Ascertain the num- 
ber of paces on two sides of the ground,— 
Divide'the number by fivé to ascertain the 
uuinber Ot lineal roads, Then ‘multiply the 
nutiber of rods aérdss one end, divide the 
product by one hundred and sixty—the 
number of square rodsinan acre. By this

The 192ad Section of the Statute mukés it 
necessary it should be under the Seal, and in 
the absence of any statutory provision permit~ 
ting Corporations of this kind, to pass By-laws 
without being uoder theirseal. The rule of 
law, Japprohend, is that such By-laws, to bo 
binding, must be under Seal. That 16 the only 
way io fact, 1a which the Corporation can pro- 
perly speak lo such matters. 


To Boulton vs. the Town Council of Peter-

well known that the Girls’ School was estab- 
lished as a necessity In consequence of the 
Council of Public Instruction closing the 
Grammar School against Girls. A change 
had been made and Girls were «admitted to 
the Grammar School. ‘The result was a fall- 
ing off in'the attendance at the Girls’ School, 


and it was'deemed advieable to do away with 
the junior department of this school, thus 
effecting a saving of $250. At some length 
the epenker discussed the changes proposed, 
and contended that if the report was adopted 
a considerable aaving would be made and the 
achoola much improved.

The Water Power of the Moira 
and its Tributaries. | 


Mn. Eoitos,—The water power of the Moira 
stands second to uo other between Toronto and 
Cornwall, except the Trent, and tho St. Law- 
tence power along the Canal. 

The Mill privilogos, including Coleman's and 
Corby’s, and those between, are nine in numbor, 
all of which are occupied except two. From 
Corby’s to Re dam thore is a roservoir of 
about four miles in length. Mr. Corby stated 
at the mooting on Monday evening last that ho 
could run his mill twolve hours por day,’’—this 
in tho lowest water—and gavo good reasons 
why others did not enjoy the same benofit from 
the water. 

Above Mr. Corby’s, Mr. Road’s mills have 
about seven miles of dead water, which may bo 
easily backed up into Hinds’ shoals, This and 
Mr. Corby’s properly managed would supply all 
tho mille and fentories now built, to run twelve 
hours per day, providing tho owners make 
propor improvemonts. 

The next wator power is Barnes’, commonly 
called ‘Yankeo ’ Then Latta’s, Boaver 
Dam, Split Rock, Grassy Islands—then Chis- 
holm’s, and another the foot of the dead 
water above Chisholm’s, whero a reservoir 
might be made some five miles in length to the 
foot of the lostohannel. The lost channel will 
afford two or threo Rood sites, and with good 
dams at tho hoad will give about two milos of 
water, bosides Stooo Lake for a large reservoir.

The firat objector was Dr, Hope, whom 
we believe to be honest in his opinions, as 
he is open in their expression, but who 
has amind of that peculiar construction 
which impels him to look at every 
object through the wrong end of the 
spy-giass, and to make mountains 
out of mole-hills, and mole-hills out 
of mountains, as they strike on the one 
obliquity or the other of his mental vision. 
One peculiar aversion of the Doctor's is 
taxation ; no matter for what purpose it 
may be imposed, the sound of the word 
“tax” acts upon him like the sight of a red 
rag upon a bull or a turkey cock, and his 
indignation is awakened forthwith.

road ; at least, he did not wish it to go be- | 


fore the public that he opposed it—no, no, 
he only counselled “caution,” which with 
him is so excessive as to prevent, not only 
the present, but all other railways being 
built. The great wonder to us is, how a 
man with this organ so largely developed, 
ever connected himself witha party cal: 
ling itself liberal, Had he been what is 
called an old fogy ofa century ago, we 
could have understood him. Having told 
his audience that what he was going to 
say was mere “ moon-shine,” he proceeded 
to talk with all his might against the road; 
arguments there certainly were nono ; his 
efforts in that line consisting of a simple 
denial of what had been advanced by those 
who had preceded him,and a protest 
against anything that might be said in ite 
favor by those who were to follow, being 
accepted as correct, and that if we wanted 
arailway we ought to adopta policy of 
“masterly inactivity.” and Mioawhar like, 
“wait for something to turn up.” True 
he wanted information, a point we do not 
dispute, but we submit the Doctor occupi- 
esauch a position as to enable him to 
form his bwn opinions and conclusions 
from facts before him, having the same facili- 
ties for information as those from whom 
he sought enlightenment, and should have 
been prepared tosay distinctly that ho 
Was opposed to the enterprize ; or did the 
Organ of caution again develop itself, and 
suggest “‘ wait until you see how public 
opinion shapes,” 


The next in order of opposition, was Mr, 
Jacob Cronk, whose objections so far ag 
they could be gathered, was that he had 
money invested in Bellevilleand wished 
to keep it. He had no vubjection toa 
railway, provided gome one would build 
it for him, but not if it cost him a cent.— 
Thefo are others of the same stamp whom 
it were much 
withont, who have proved * obstructive 
proprietors,” and~driyen many a0 entor- 
prize from the town by making ex: 
cessive demands for the land which for- 
tune or birth placed in their possession. 


Mr. Elisha Wesley had no objection to

the horse with his head toward the light,wo 
that by advancing of backing bim we can 
let fal! into bia eyes just aa much or as little 
light ax we please, and thereby observe the 
expausion and contraction of the pupils, 
aud as wo bave at the same time hia eyes 
sufficiently illuminated, we are able to look 


into the interior of the eyeball. Tn an open 


space Where the light comes from more than | 


one side, this is impossible,

How to Make a Perfect Water- 
Proof, 


Awriterin the London Illustrated News 
gives the following :— 

“For many years I have worn India-rub 
der water-proots, but I will buy no more; for 
T havo learned that good Scottish tweed can 
be mady entirely impervious to rafo, and, 
moreover, I haye learned how to make it no ; 
and for the benefit of my readers, I will give 
tho receipt :—In a bucket of soft water put a 
half-pound of sugar of lead and half « pound 
of powdered alum ;stir this at Intervals 
until it becomes clear ; then pour It off into 
snother bucket; and put the garment therein, 
and let it bein for twenty-four hours, then 
hang it up todry without wringlog it. Two 
ofmy party—a Iady aod a gentleman —hare 
Worn garments thus treated In the wildest 
storms of wind and rain without getting wet. 
The rain hangs upon the cloth in globules. 
In phort they were really water proofs. The 
gentleman, a fortpight ago, walked nine 
miles inastorm ofrain and wind, suchas 
you rarely eee inthe south; and when he 
slipped off his overcoat, his under-clothos 
were as dry as when he put them on. This 
is, I think, secret worth knowing ; for cloth, 
1 it can be mado to keop out wet, is in every 
way betterthan what we knowas water- 
proofs.”

It is doing with 
sucoulent vegetable’ Aubstances what the 
saltmaker does with his saline waters, or) 
the sugarmaker with his saccharine juices. | 
The object, 1s to drive off surplus waters, 
which hold the Valuable principles in solu- 
tion § to get nd of worthless aud intertering | 
substances, and retain all the desirable ones. | 
The, sugarmaker may apply too intense heat 

or direct flame to his evaporating pans, anc 
bura or spoil.his products ; sothe farmer 
may heat bik.hay too.much in the blazing 
rays ol the sun, and greatly injure the rich 
nutrient principles upon which its value 
depends. Certain at is;) we; cannot, contro} 
all the conditions upon which the production 
of perlectly:onred, hay depends ; but we 
ean control them) much; more decidedly 
than we db. A ton of well cured or properly 
dried hay is worth morein the mow than 
two tons of that which 1s cut at an improper 
time'and cured in an imperlect manner. 
When grass is dried too much, the woody 
fibre, or ligueous part, becomes hard and 
tough ; and animale do not like it any better 
than we. like over-baked - bread, The 
nutritive portions are not go readilyeliminated 
and the wastois much greater in passing 
through the assimilating-organs, It isnot 
necessary to dry hay so thoroughly, in order 
to preserve it froin putrefactive change in 
ihe mow. Ii the weather is clear and warm 
itmay safely be stored the same day it 16 
cut, provided it is not Gut inithe early mom- 
ing, while loaded withdew. Ifthe grass 
could be movyn alterthe dew is gone, and 
spread upon a dry parcel of ground, four or 
five hours’ exposnre to sun andair, will be 
fit for the barn, “All-moisture proceeding 
from the dew or raiti must be removed, as | 
well as allthe moisinre inthe sap, that | 
will promoteheating in tnenew mow or 
slack, as it always injures hay to heat or 
to “sweat,” quite as much as it will injure 
grain to heat ia the bin.

Our theory is thorough cultivation. At 
this late day in the season only a partial 
good may be realized from increased plow- 
ing and cultivation ; yet the farmers have 
an opportunity to test the benefits, or other- 
wise, of the plan we propose. It is to keep 
stirring the earth about the corn as frequently 
and as deeply as possible, The soil thus 
thoroughly pulverized, and every lump coin- 
pletely desicated, gives off ils moisture to 
the fine roots and absorbents of the young 
and growing corn. A foot or two below the 
surface there is even nowa large amount of 
inoisture. This finely powdered and warm 
soil, brought frequently in close proximity 
to this moisture, as rapidly absorbs it as 
4 sponge does all the water left in a bowl 
or spilt on the floor that 1t comes in contact 
with. Land thus frequently stirred attracts 
moisture from the atmosphere. The cooler 
parts, thrown to the surface by the plow or 
cultivator, condense moisture trom the air as 
does the outer eurfaco ofa glass or pitoher 
when filled with cold water. 

Our farmers should’ keep their teams 
moving constantly through their corn fields, 
If they haye planted it so asto admit the

much the better, This process may be kept 
up unul near the time thatthe silk and 
spindle make their appearance, 

In reference tothe culture of corn we 
offer but one other suggestion; Sometimes 
the severe drought affects the spindling so 
disastrously that the pollin—the reul semi- 
nal principal of the future corn—loses its 


vitality. To make provision fora disaster’) 1 


of this kind, some farmers plant occasional 
hills through the field, after the firet plant- 
ing has sprung up, so as to have younge; 
and fresher spindles blossoming, to diffuse 
their pollin afterthe othermay have been 
rendered inefficient, In some fields it may 
not even now be too late for farmers to plant 
new hills of corn, These should be irrigated, 
and should receive special attention, that the 
entire corn field may have a plentiful supply 
of pollin, for which no substitute can possibly 
be even suggested. 

In districts where drought is common, 
wheat should all be planted in drills three 
feet apart, that it may receive cultivation asl 
well asthe corn, More wheat can thus be 
raised, aud the crop be more uniform and 
certain, When the land is too wet it may 
then be easily drained, aud when toodry the 
soil may be stirred and weeds be destroyed, 
and a better crop more certainly be antici~ 


pated.

Not only have those boys got places at once 
and in most instances,so far as can be learned, 
have met with kind friends, but afew have 
aiso been adopted into the families where 
they have been placed, as children, and have 
been made to feel that they have found a 
home indeed, 

To give you some idea of the magnitude 
of the work Miss Macpherson has had on 
hand, and which {a still increasing, I will 
give you « fow statistics. She had last win- 
tor as follows: 800 widows twice a woek for 
two afternoons’ work at sixpence each, these 
widows continue to work ; 150 to 200 stary- 
ing men are furnished with soup and bread, 
two nights each week during six winter 
months ; 1,800 little match box makers under 
her influence; 60 girls in two separate 
houses, training for servants; 60 little boys 
under ten years,now in training ; 60 Jewesses 
overy Wednesday afternoon in charge of Mra. 
Wry. Large gatherings of criminal women 
every week ; 8,790 meals given during one 
woek in the retuge. Sunday morning break- 
fast, during winter, for little arabs from the 
streets. 

150 boys sent out and on the way to Canada 
this season, Tho refuge has five floors, used 
as follows: The basement, chopping and 
sawing wood, tloring up, placing in carts aud 
sending through the city, this is for kindling 
wood, six inches long and five inches diam- 
eter forms the bundle, price sixpence ater- 
ling ; a small room taken off for shoemaking, 
& dozen boys learniag under an unemployed 
workman, or one who isout of work other= 
wise. Bath rooms, 2hd flat, large room for 
meetings, little match-box makers at work, 
50 at work, this work isexpected to increase 
to hundreds, Third flat, school room for 
boys and girle,at night, widow's gathering 
twice each week, used as dormitories at 
night. Hammocks round tho wall, 4th flat, 
domitory for little boys, matron's room, store 
closet, tailors room, 12 boys under fastruc- 
tions with the tailor, Fifth, or upper flat, 
kitchen, large room for boys’ ordinary meals, 
&ud where tes-parties are prepared, and a 
Sarpenters room, 

There are other buildings besides the one 
described, which are being used as required. 

To give somo faint idea of the state of the 
poor, which can only be fully known by being 
een personally, I will take ono family, oa 
fathorand mother with five children. The 
father laid up by sickness and wholy unable 
to work, requires the support of his 
family, their only chance {s making match. 
boxes, there are two boys, age 6 and7, two

In order tomake twopence 
farthing, they have to make up 144 outside 
boxes and 144 Inside boxes, or inall 288 
pleces of wood boxes, to label, paste,and sand 
them for this small pittaaco—this is when 
they get the material from the manufactur- 
ers. But those who work under others who 
take Joba, often have to make the same num- 
bor of boxes for the small sum of three farth- 
jogs, How oan these poor children manage 
at such wages to got bread to eat? They have 
no time for play, Work, work on; work 
continually ie thelr portion in order to sustain 
life, and euch a life, suffering cold and hun- 
gor, while in Canada we have room for tens 
of thousands of boys and girls, with plenty to 
out and wear. 


Miss Macpherson gives to the little match. 
box makers twopence half-penny for the 
double gross ; that ls, 993 out and inside box. 
06, besides teaching them to read, Xo, also 
food, so that these poor boys are far better 
off than those outside, and this work of ohar-

In the management of mill during hot | * 


Weather, there is generally by far too little 
Care given for securing it in good or¢ler. 
That milk is, in the highest degree, sus~ 
ceptible to the influence of bad odors, and 
injured by filth, nothing, it would seem, is 
of more common obseryation,at least among 
dairymen,

That, there sbould be such gross neglect 
in.allowing putrescent-matter-in and about 
milking stables and milk rooms, with un 
cleanly habits of milking and want of care 
in the general management of milk, can 
only be accounted fer on the ground of a 
general lack of knowledge or want of due 
appreciation as to the causes producing 
milk taints. 

The evidence is abundant, and of the most 
undoubted character, to show that one of 
the most essential requisites in the manu- 
facture of fine flavored cheese, is pure,clean, 
healthy milk;.and the same condition of 
the milk, it is needless to say, is required 
for a fine quality of butter. Some of our 
butter dairymen who have become noted 
for producing a high priced article, seem 
to have learned this secret, it secret it be, 
and to their extreme care, for securing milk 
at all times in the best condition as to 
cleanliness, and freedom from absorbing 
putrescent emanations from without,ia due» 
more than anything else, that peculiar floe 
flavor and aroma which gives their hutter 
4 name and a high price in market. 


Professor Caldwell, in his recent address 
before the American Dairymen’s Associa- 
tion, affirms that: “ Microscopic examina- 
tion has revealed the fact that every case of 
fermentation and putrefaction is attended 
with the development of living organisms, 
and that these organisms are the cause of 
fermentation and putrefaction, And:furth- 
er, that the dust of the atmosphere, as well 
as all fermenting or putretying matter,con- 
tains either the germs of the microscopic 
fungi or the fungi themselves in one stage 
of development or another; that these 
germs fal)’on all substances exposed to the 
air, and that if the substance so exposed is 
one tbat can nourish their further develop- 
ment, they will vegetate und Increase, and 
iu so doing cause the substance to decom- 
pose. 

Now, milk is a substance not only ad- 
mirably adapted. to the nourishment and 


p at one end of the vat, the one throwing 
jet of cold water, and the other a jet of 


team. After the can is rinsed, itis put 


over the jet of cold water, which washes 


he inside thorongbly. 
It then goes over the jet of steam, which 
calds itout perfectly sweet, and another 


application to the jet of cold water cooly 


tof, Now the whole operation may he 


performed in a minute, and how much bet. 
ter would it be for farmers to have this dong 
at the factory, even at a trifllog cost, than 
to set hired help at the woul at home— 
But the gain in securing a better product 
of cheese would be large, and on this ac 
count we hope to see it adopted. Then 
there is another point which we have so 
often urged, and which cannot be urged 


too often—the cooling of the milk as drawn 
from the cow at the farm, and before it js 
started for the factory. We shall néeverbe 
able to get areally floc flavored product, 
in extremely hot weather, until this course 
1s adopted, There are factories in some of 
the new sections that will not receive mili 
from any patron unless it is Properly 
cooled at the farm, and these factories haye 
atonce sprung tothe firat rank for fine 
flavored products, Why old factory and 
old) dairy neighborhoods will still continue 
in the old stupid practice of not cooling— 
still continuing to turn off an inferior pro- 
duct, which sells at fromtwo to three cts, 
per pound below a good article—it is not 
easy to see. 

An improvement, we think, could be 
made in milk waggons, They should be 
provided with awnings, or roofs of some 
kind, to protect the cans from the rays of 
the sun. Then the reckless driving of cows 
from the pasture to the stable, by thought. 
less boys or by dogs, needs correction at 
once, The trouble from overdriving cows, 
and the overheating of the milk by this 
means, has of Inte, in some districts, assum. — 
ed monstrous proportions. And this abuse 
isseen tow large extent among tenant 
farmers—men who consider it perfectly 
legitimate, not only to dog the cows from 
the pasture to the stable, but who seemto 
enjoy the pastime of kicking, beating and 
pounding cows—thus relieving themselves 
from a fit of bad temper. ‘tbe number of 
cows annually ruined from this cause is 
much larger than may imagine, and if 
much of the bad milk at cheese factories «

phere surrounding milk be puro and sweet 
If milk catches the foul odors of the pig 
stye, the putrefactive emanation from de- 
composing manures in and about the sta~ 
bles, or from carrion thrown upon the dung 
heap, or the putrid odor floating over sink 
holes or cesspools, all these meau innumer- 
able fungi, which stand ready and eager 
to take possession of the milk, carrying 
their foul and putrid elements into it and 
making all haste to conyert it into that 
filth and nastiness which is their natural 
home and enjoyment, 


y. 


Some idea of the rapidity with which 
these organisins increase and multiply will 
be gathered from the fact that from one 
single spore to start with, it has been. es 
timated the number will have increased in 
twenty-four hours to four hundred millions, 
Now, when the air is filled with these germs, 
as is often the case when animal matter 1s 
left to decompose and putrify until it be~ 
comes a stench to the nostrils, and if thou- 
sands and millions of the germs fall upon 
the milk and are absorbedinmit, their 
increase and multiplication areso enormous 
that they may be said to take complete 
possession, and we have what 1s known as 
tainted milk, intolerable butter, and nasty 
cheese, ; 

Again, when milk pails and dairy uten- 
silsare not properly cleaned, particles of 
milk left in the corners and cracks decom- 
pose, and becomea mass of these germs 
which thus find an easy entrance to the 
milk from day to day. And as these germs 
fre not killed by coming in contract with 
hot water short of 212°, or boiling heat, 
it will be readily seen how milk may be 
contaminated—even in dairies where a 
good deal of attention is paid to cleanl 
ness—by the noglect in using water boiling 
hot, Wo haye urged upon dairymen, from 
time to time, for years, the necessity of 
discarding the old wooden pail in milking, 
and substituting, instead, one made of tin, 
Phe difficulty of keeping the wooden pail 
clean is 80 great that it becomes a perfect. 
nuisance in tlio dairy, and should at once 
be abandoned. 

The proper cleansing of the carrying cans | 
is another important matter, which de 
mands attention in almost every dairy. 
We have seen these cans cleaned in hund~ 
reds of instances,and not oncein a hundred 
has water boiling hot been used, A gront 
many dairymen will not bo conyinced that 
thero is any, necessity for scruplous care, 1a 
this particular, and go we continue to have 
bad milk ot the factory, and of course 
cheese more or leas “off flavor,”

The Escaped Convicts. 


The only intelligence received here to-day 
(Thursday) in regard to the search for the 
convicts Smith and Man, was a letter re-

France and Prussia. 


In the present critical state of affairs be- 
tween France and Prussia, the comparative 
military and naval strength of the two king- 
doms isa matter of great interest, So faras 
soldiers are concerned, there is not much 
difference as to the number which either 
power Can bring into action on an emer- 
gency. But the naval force of Pussia is 
quite insignificant—not a quarter as large 
as that of France, Men, however, and not 
ships, are to decide the fate of a continen- 
tal struggle, ~ 

Tlie Frenoh army consistw of about 400,- 
000 men of all arms, in active service; 
with a reserve of about the same number, 
and a garde nationals mobile of some 600,- 
000 to co-operate with the regular army in 
defence of the country. Of the army in 
active service, 252,753 are infantry, and 
62,979 cavalry; while theartiliery onmbers 
nearly 40,000, Ifthese figures are multi- 
plied by three, we shal: probably approxi- 
mate the number of each of these principal 
arms, which can be brought into service in 
a war with Prussixn; which, with the en- 
gineers, gendarmes, staff officers, &c., will 
make up atotal of at least 1,200,000 sol- 
diers. The French navy numbers 489 yes- 
sols and 4,680 guns, including 56 iron-clad 
steamers and 233 wooden steamers,

Respecting the operations of this Factory 


writes to that paper as follows 


Perhaps a few facts from a rambler, with 
reference to one of the largest und best 
managed cheese factories in the Province, 
if not inthe Dominion, may not be unin- 
tereating to your readers, 


The Twead factory is this season under 
the management vf the Lawrence family, 
late of Colborne, Mr. W. ur being con~ 
fessedly one of the beat makes jn the 
trade, 

The concern is supplied by say 750 cows 
and 200 more have been refused admission 
a8 without further enlargement, it is impos- 
sible to a¢commodate them, 

Tho average weight of milk used per 
day is 20,000; greatest weight used on any 
one day was (June 18) 80,000 lbs. ; average 
number of cheeses made per day 80 to 45 ; 
greatest number made ia one day (June 18) 
48; average weight of cach say 60 to 65 lbs. 
There are about 1,200 of these cheeses ou 
hand, and about 100 are already disposed 
of; itis expected that over 4000 will be 
made during the season, Which at $6 to $7 
each willnet $25,000 or over 

The establishments also feeds and fattens 
some 200 hogs, each of which is likely to 
| make a barrel of pork, which at $25 per 
barrel would ne¢ the handsome sum of $5,- 
000,

TERRIBLE RIOTING. 
ORANGE PROCESSION | 


Attacked by Roman Catholics. 


LIST OF KILLED AND WOUNDED. 
(From the New York Tribune.) 
CONTINUED. 


At the Eighty-sixth street fight the fol- 
lowing were killed :— 

James Brady, 15' years of age, received 
three shots inthe head, tearing the top of 
his head completely off and leaving the 
brain exposed and protrading. He was 
conveyed to the Thirty-first Precinct 
Station House, where his parents visited 
him and claimed his body. His mother 
refused to believe that he was dead, and 


her prayers to him to answer her were 
heartrending. 


‘Two other men were killed near the same 
locality, one named Charles Brady, resi- 
dence, Fifty.third street and Eleventh 
avenue, age 28 years; cause of death a 
shot wound which severed the aorta, and 
produced internal hemorrhage ; head also 
crushed ; married, leaves a wife and tour 
children 


The seeond was shot io the right side 
pear the breast, and the other, who was 
pot identified, was shot in the centre of 
the breast. He was apparently 40 yeara of

ANOTHER ACOOUNT. 


(From the New York Times.) 


AN ACCOUNT OF ANOTHER REPORTER. 


Ata little after three o’clock, yesterday 
afternoon, the Fenian workmen and labor- 
ets, On the western bide of the Central Parks 
made a desperate assault upon @ pic-nic 
party, organized’ by the Orange lodges of 
this city, at Elm Park, Ninety Second street 
and Eighth avenue. There were several 
thousand Orangemen, with their wives aud 
children, enjoying themselves there, when 
the report of a pistol was heard. The 
dancing suddenly stopped. The women 
screamed and rushed frantically for the 
gate—the trumpet sounded to assemble. 
The panic beggara déscription. Some 
thirty Fenians, who had obtainea admit- 
tance at the gate by means of false badges, 
rushed to the rear of the dancing shed in 
the centre of the grounds, and laid on to 
the Orangemen with sticks and stones, 
Within ten minutes three-fourths of the 
people had escaped out of the grounds, but 
a Worse fate awaited them, for five hundred 
Fenians were ready to receive and to give 
them a “bating.” The first shot was fired 
by a Fenian, who climbed over the fence 
atthe south-east cortier of the enclosure. 
It was replied to by an Orangemen, who — 
shot him dead. The ‘police at this juncture 
protected the small gateway at this corner, 
and by the exercise of firmness and discretion 
prevented thie rabble from scaling the fences. 
As the families of the Orangemen flocked 
;| down the road from the maim gateway on 
the north side, towards the Eighth avenue, 
totake the cars, the Fenians: rushed down

bléeding and wounded ; Irish>yells rent the 
air. The surrounding stores and dwellings 
had every blind closed The cars, as they 
came up; were densely crowded, and the 
Fenians, mad with rage, rashed upon them, 
dragged out women by the hair, and when= 
everan Orangemen stood up to defend 
sthem/he was ruthtessly collared, knocked 
down with a bludgeon and hammered on 
the head by three or four in succession. A 
more brutal sight was never beheld. The 
| Fenians were not content with knocking 
} | him senseless, but threw large stones one 
after the other at his head. All this ume 
shots were heard, and how it came to pass 
that so few were killed is incomprehensible. 
. | One Orangeman, bleeding about the head 
managed to run to the drive in the Central 
Park, and some kind-hearted ladies took 
him into their carcage, to the injury of 
their dresses and at the msk of their 
lives, 

The Central Park Police behaved udmira- 
bly directing the families otthe Orange- 
men which pathways to take, in order to 
get out of the way without attracting atten- 
ton ; and it was owing to their admirable 
management thatthe pickets of Fenians 
who ocoupied the bridges were restrained 
from further violeneo, Nothing whateyer 
had been done to provoke this aseault on 
the part of the Orangemen, except the 
circumstance of wearing the colors and 
insigma oftheir order, The attack was 
premeditated, and altogether unwarranted.

The International Bridge, 


On the 18th inst., the first caisson or crib, 
in the construction of this great interna- 
tional undertaking, was ladnched at Fort 
Erie.

‘That the strife will be deadly there can- 
not bea doubt, Prussia has many defeats 


at the hands of the French to remember— 
Jena must be avenged. France, on the 


other hand, has not forgotten Waterloo,— 
‘Though the question at issue has precipi- 
tated war, jealousy of the growing power 
of Prussia since her humiliation of Austria, 
has been a ruling passion in the French 
mind, The Rhine boundary, too, she 
desires to secure, and nO means so easy as 
8 war to aggrandize France at the expense 
of her neighbors, These and kindred 
thoughts have long agitated the public 
mind of France, and the firat opportunity 
that offered has been seized with avidity 
to carry French arms in triumph to Berlin; 
whother this will be done, is a question tor 
the future to decide, 

Spain will, no doubt, enter the contest 
against France; though whether in her 
present disorganized condition, she will be 
able to do much to aid her ally, is a quea- 
tion of serious doubt. Austria appears to 
fayor France, and Italy, should she bo 
drawn into tho contest, will probably be on 
the side of Prussia, her grand object being 
to secure possession of Rome, which France 
has so long guarded against her, 

In estimating the probabilities of the 
contest, the chances would seem to be in 
favor of France, who, though the military 
forces of the contestants are about on a par, 
yet possesses an overwhelming advantage 
at sea, her fleet being far larger and 
more powerlul than that of Prussia. This 
giving ber command of the sea, she can 
eusily blockade the féw ports possessed by 
Prussia, and thereby greatly sripple the 
resources of that country. The supenor 
mobility of Pryssig’s army may give her the 
advantage at first, but France has ever 
proved the most enduring nation of the 
two; and the belief is that victory will 
ultimately rest with her, Though we,hap- 
pily, are but spectators of the contest, from 
the neutral position assumed by Great Bri-

and above duties and ground rents of former 
yoars, to ald In public improvements, while 
other branches of trade and industry do not 
pay one dollar? I ask is it fair, is it honor- 
able on the part of the Ontarlo Government 
to treat the lumbermen in this way? 


Now, what arethe factaas regards the 
Government and the lumbermen? We felt, 
and had for years, that with the large outlay 
of capital in mills, machinery,&c., that we had 
no security as to our timber limits, no Goy- 
ernment having ever made any fixed policy 
to insure to us our limits, only from year to 
year, or rather from June of one year until 
April of the next, Thelambermen wanted a 
definite policy on the part of the Government 
to extend over a series of years, If rightly 
informed, the Quebec Government adopted a 
policy at once safe and satisfactory to their 
lumbermen, granting the right for twenty-one 
years, and ten years without change in rate 
of duties, making the dutles fifteen cents on 
the standard log, Was it so with the Ontario 
Government? No, 

A large deputation of lumbermen went to 
Toronto in 1868, while the House was In 
session.

Commissioner of Crown Lands, in the Speak- 
er's Room, To the questions put we could 
get uv definito answer, nor any foreshadow- 
ing of any policy to be adopted, althongh wa 
Were quite willing tosubmit to an extra duty 
on logs, and also to extra ground rent with 
& policy ; yet we camo as we went, without 
any knowledge as to what course the Goy- 
ernment intended to take, and I belleye we 
were all kept in profound ignorance of what 
the policy of the Government was to be until 
after the 16th of April, 1869, after our winter 
operations were over, and our logs all afloat 
and on their way to the front. 


The order in Council regulated that the 
duty on all logs cut in 1868-69 should pay 
fifty per cent. more than the logs of 1867-63, 
and an increased ground rent of two dollars 
per square mile, or a rise of 800 per cent, over 
that of 1867 and ’68, and yet no assurance of 
any lengthened continuance of our timber 
berthe—no, not even to those lumbermen 
who had paid large bonuses at public auc- 
tlons for their timber berths. 

True, the Government in its wisdom in 
offering lands for sale to actual settlers, re- 
served the pine timber, but there fs nothing 
in the regulations to show that the lamber- 
men areany better protected than before, 
and of this we have reason to complain, as 
well as of being called upon for fifty per cent. 
advance on our dues on loge got out under 
license issued nearly a year before the order 
in Council levying the oxtra duty upon us, 


The lumbermen have no knowledge of 
what may be their fate as to duties for 1870 
and’71; weare completely at}the meroy of 
the Government, and if the Premier should

{n order “ to prevent the necessity of having 

impone direct taxation,” I suppose wo

foria a South German Confederation under 
the leadership of Bavaria, for Prussia 
stipulated that they should not do so under 
the leadership of Austria, But Prussia, or 
rather its great statesman, Otto yoo Bis- 
marck, concluded said treaties with al) 
taese powers, by virtue of which Prussia 
controls all the South German armies in 
time of war, while at all times Prussian 
Generals are war-ministers in all the South 
German Cabinets, and Prussian Generals 
commandin-chief all the South German 
armies, In fact, all these States are in 
timately connected with Prussia, and 
Baden, whose Grand Duke is a son in-law 
of King William, is anxious to form a stil 
closer union, To the South Germans, 
France is the traditional enemy, Prussia 
with all its faults is the protector of the 
Fatherland. They may aot love the 
Prussians very much, but they dread the 

French still more, and Bavaria und Hesse- 
Darmstadt tremble for their fair Provinces 
on tho left bank of the Rhine, 


Previous to 1866, Prussia on the map 
looked like the skirt of a particularly rag- 
ged coat ; it was the most disjointed coun-

Manp and Smith went to work together 
n the Quarry outside the Penitentlary 
some time in the winter—some three or 


four months ago, They did not talk to- s

Lime Kiln threo weeks ago last Thursday, 
Their work was to supply the kiln with 
wood. Mann then spoke to Smith, and 
asked him ‘would he: go if he did, and 
Smith consented, and it was agreed between 
them thut they should run ina day or two, 
and Mann was to muzzle the Guard.

their order to any other thing. He lived near 
Belleville in Ireland, which 
ground of the fight of the Dinmond, and 
might say he was a part of history himself, 
being the descendant of ancestors who had 
fought at thy Diamond, the Boyne and in 
other places. While in Port Hope he was 
accosted by an Eoglishman—a regular John 
Bull—who said he was an Orangeman, al 
though an Eoglishmap, On being asked to 
expluin,the brother said the Orange Society 
was an Irish Society. He (Mr, Blacker) told 
the brother he had better learn history, tor 
the firat Orange Lodgé was established by 
King William IIL. in Exeter When Wil 
liam of Orange landed at Torbay on the 6th 
of Noyember, 1688,he found that there was 
not a sufficient welcome, nor did numbers 
sufficient join his standard to :aduce him 
to march direct on London. But there was 
with him a gentleman—Sir E. Seymour— 
who understood the situation, He recom— 
mended the formation a Protestant 
Society, and Bishop Burnett joining in the 
project, the King gaye the matter his flat, 
and the Orange Order was established. 
The Associution increased so rapidly that 
William was soon cnabled to march upon 
London, and James had to fly to Ireland, 
where William met bim,and the result they 
all knew. (Applause.) The league was 
encouraged by God, and was not composed 
of one sect, but of all classes and denomi- 
nations of Protestants, and all worked har- 
moniously and unanimously for civil and 
religious liberty. The Jesuit faction in 
[reland was plotting and active, and work. 
ing harm to the Protestant rsligion; and 
even in this glorious country they were 
trying to do the same. But he hoped that 
Protestants here would band themselves 
together and resist the efforts of the Jesuits. 
(Hear, hear.) After some interesting his- 
torical reminiscences of the state of Ireland 
and the doings of the Protestants in Ireland 
during the French revolution, Mr, Blacker 
went on to say theruliog party in Great 
Britain bad managed ta PEnmese Sage 
men in England, and lind repeated these 
lies so often that they began to believe them 
themselves, (Laughter.) The Emancipas 
tion Act of 1829, which admitted Roman 
Catholics to sit in the British Parliament, 
provided a number of elaborate oaths, all of 
which had been ruthlessly broken and cast 
aside by the Government of the day,in order 
to catch the Catholic support. ‘he Minis 
try had stripped the Church in Treland. 
This they had done at the bidding of the 
Jesuits and the Ultramontane factions,who 
were continually agitating, At the head 
of the Ministry there was now 4 man who, 
forgetful of his former utterances and writ 
ings, hal gone over to the Jesuits for the 
sake of power, The Irish Church had 
been stripped, but she was less encumbered 
and more ready for the fight. (Obeers.) 
They were freer, They could now act as 
St, Patrick had acted, and bring the peo- 
ple round to a sense of of true religion, 
(Applause) It was great satisfaction to 
think that, though there had been a great 
number of rotten friends of the order, there 
were still some true and tried amongat 
them. They had an ever-green [yet Or- 
ange] Society-- [applause] —for it lived in 
the hearts of the people, and rested on the 
word of God. The flame hero was 98 
bright, and as pure, aod os burning as ever 
it was in the hearts of their ancestors 
(Applauso.) He had been asked what be 
thought of Canada, but could not yet real- 
ize its noble lakes, its rivers, and its plaina;

words, One could not look and Msten with- 
outa consclous sympathy in response, It 
would have been no common privilege to 
hear the language of Socrates and Demos- 
thenes spoken, and in their own Athens, 
withthe distinctness and grace and fervor 
which marked the speaker's utterance. 
Certainly there was a rhythm and music and 
richness about it that I had never tmagined, 
Gnd that seemed to thrill aud move the peo- 
plesomewhat as did their great orators in 
those earller days. But when in the course 
of a fervent passage my ears caught In Greek 
the words, ‘Ye men of Athens,’ and then 
following the whole discourse of Paul from 
Mars Hill, In the very words he used, and 
under the very shadow of the spot where he 
stood.

Fruit Reports ond rospects. 


of

It hascome to be almost a matter 
course that, with the close approach 
every fruit season, unfavorable reports are 
circulated as to the extent and quality of 
partioular crops, This is done chiefly in 
the interests of speculators, The process 
is, however, a very absurd one, and is sure 
ultimately to defeat the originators. For 
example,a report is finding its way through 
the press that the Delaware peach crop 
will not be more than half the usual ayer- 
age, and that growers are refusing to con 
tract to deliver on the railroad for less than 
a dollar a basket. Of course this report 
may be true so far as the intention to force 
artificial pricea is concerned, but the facts 
astothecrop are the reverse of those 
stated, if the Department of Agriculture is 
to be believed, Its report asserts that a 
full crop of peaches may be expected in 
Maryland and Delaware,and that the peach 
regions mostly depended on for market 
supplies will harvest fullyan average crop 
This being the prospect, any attempt to 
produce alarm must fail. 

Abundant supplies of other fruita are 
confidently expected. It is, says the Re- 
port, “‘a great apple year in New England.” 
The smount of bloom was extraordinary in 
New York, and the promise of a fine crop 
is excellent, asinall the Middle States— 
with some trifling local drawback, which 
will not affect the general result, There 
cun, therefore,be no scarcity such as has 
vccurred on some previous occasions. It 
will be of no avail for speculators to repeat 
their alarming note of short supplies, and 
high prices must be governed accordingly.

It will be sent to the North German Minis- 
ter at Washington, to be forwarded by him 
to Germany, The address reads as follows: 
To the German people : 

By murdering the French and Roman 
Republics, the governmeut of the ‘Third’ 
Napoleon was inaugurated. The wars in 
the Crimea and in Italy had to surround 
the newly-elected imperial throne with the 
indispensable military nimbus, and at this 
moment a declaratlon of war, forced in by 
head and shoulders’ and directed, as is pre- 
tended, against Prussia, is to wipe out the 
flasco endured in Mexico, and to fasten 
again the shaking throne of the usurper 
and make-bate, Germany is now to suffer 
for the frustration of the Mexican intrigue, 
Which frustration was caused by the firm 
attitude of the United States, and has be- 
come the pile in the flesh of the Napoleon- 
ite, A humiliation of Germany regenerat- 
ing and straightening herself is to pay for 
the s0 totally abortive attempt to be aux- 
iliary inthe destruction of the republics 
also of thenew World, which was intended 
by the invasion of Mexico, The peace of 
the world will not be secured so long as a 
chance is left to that usurper to avert from 
himself the consequences of the deep dis- 
sSensions among the easily inflamed French 
nation by -friyolous declarations of war 
against other States and nations. 


Atready one Bonaparte has found the end 
of his excessive ambition on German flelda, 
may the second soon reach the same fate ; 
for the measure of his crimes, committed 
against the happiness aud peace of society, 
is full to overflowing. The milliona of 
citizens of German descent living in the 
United States cannot for g moment enetr- 
tainany doubt about the position they 
have to take in the conflict forced upon the 
country of their birth, While they leave 
it to the adjusting and judging time to 
make sober the misled French nation, and 
to teach it more correct ideas about its own

One 
reason of this is because there is more ascend- 
ing exercise, increasing deep breathing ; 
besides, the air being more rarified, larger 
quantities are instinctively taken into the 
lungs to answer the requiremerts of the 
system, thus at every breath keeping a high 
development. Hence the hills should be 
sought by consumptiyes, and not low, flat 
situations,

The Influence ot England on 
India. 


One of the most striking points in the ad- 
dress of Mr. Chunder, Sen,, in London, was 
hia exposition of the influence already exerted 
by the English upon the social life of India, 
by means of their sclence and mental enter- 
prise and energy 

“There are sigus of new life,” says the 
Baboo, “ on all sides in India, from the Him- 
alayasto Cape Comorin, You see a new 
nation rising up as it were in aspirations, 
with holier and loftier thoughts, pursuits and 
speculations, When we came to receive 
English knowledge into our schools and 
colleges we learned to respect your Shuke- 
speare, Milton and Newton, until in some 
measure they have become our own. We 
are one in thought. It 1s not merely the 
same Government that rulesover us, It is 
not merely the same generous-hearted and 
noble sovereign whose sway we all acknow- 
ledge,but we are at the same time one in heart 
snd thought ; politically united, weare also 
intellectually united, ‘The railway and the 
telegraph, those great pioneers of civilization, 
have already commenced their work, and are 
showerlng upon the people advantages and 
blessings of which we had no idea a century 
ago, of which wecould form no idea while 
We were surrounded by our traditions, On 
all sidev the inexhaustible physical resources 
of the country are being developed ; and 
although India isrich,and has made many 
rich, there is a great future before her of vast 
‘material prosperity and aggrandisement,

He was then employed 
in the railroad office at Patona and after 
that commenced teaching a negro achool, 
showing the young niga how to shoot, 
which has resulted 80 disastrously to him 
and four of his color brothers. Wo do 
not approve of this style of summary 
punishment, but then it has grown so 
fashionable with high officera to pardon a 
radical for the most heimous offences and 
then considering the enormity of the offence

The following are extracts from the 
eyidence taken belore the Coroner, which

“Prodenck Reentz, of Ninety-second 
street anc Kighth avenue, deposed that he 
isthe proprietor of Elm Park; andon the 
2th of July,;1870, the American Protestant 
Association engaged the park fora pic nic 
on that day ; they arrived about half-past 
eleven o’olock in the morning, the party 
consisted of man, women and children; 
they Were accompanied by filteen or seven- 
wen policamen ; everything passed off 
quietly, the party enjoying themselves with 
dancing. &e., ull twenty-five minutes past 
three o'clock in the afternoon ; while the 
witness was inashed attending to some 
cattle he saw a stampede among the party, 
men and women running in all directions ; 
went to see what was the matter, and 
asking the first person he met, was told the 
men from the outside were shooting and 
firing stones ; the witness. saw persons 
running in different directions and heard 
pistol shols; cannot say who began the 
fight; the crowd was very lurge, number- 
ing about 5,000 people; heard a report of 
pistol shots, but cannot siy where they 
canine from, 

“ James Hodges, of 158th street,aear Tenth 
avenue, teatified—is foreman of the labourers 
engaged on the Boulevard; about five minutes 
belore three o'clock p.m,, July 12,8 gang 
composed of 60 men, each armed with cluba 
wod sticks, came up the Boulevard and 
ordored the witness to stop the gang from 
working and join them and go'to Elm Park 
and drive the parties from there; the witness 
retused to dogo ; they drove the men of the 
Witness away, assisting them to pick up the 
tools ; they did so and left in a body. 

* John R. Lawson, of 105th street, between 
Tenth and Hleventh avenues, deposed that he 
is foreman of a gang of labourers on the Boul- 
evard ; about three o'clock p.m,,on the 12th

The Primate of Ireland has written a 
letter on the present dispute among Irish 
Churchmen, His Grace says: 

“In this present distress we are bound 
more than over to maintain intact the Pro- 
testant chafacter of our Church, Such as 
we have been since the Reformation, such 
must we remain in respect to the Protest 
ant principles for the time to come, I do 
not believe that we are in any danger of the 
introduction of the Ritualist doctrines and 
practices, They are utterly opposed to 
the feelin and conviction of our people. 
They haye for between thirty and forty 
years been troubling the Church in Eng- 
land, byt during that long period, haye 
made very little advance, indeed anywhere 
in Ireland. No, that is not our danger 
We shall never gradually glide through 
the Ritualistic gate into Remanism. Thero 
is no fean of that) but there is danger, and 
a real danger whieh threatens us, and will 
overwhelm bs, if we do not. strenuously 
provide against it’ Men’ will not, and 
cupnot liye without religion; and .if our 
scattered Protestants (be left without the 
means of grace, uncared for,.uninstructed 
and uncomforted, they will one by one 
yield to the powerful alttraction of the 
njdjority, Aud submit to the boadage ot 
Rome, rather than live without religious 
ordinances and worship.

The principal demonstration was at Lisbon 
Where Wm. Johnson, M. P., was the leader 
and the moving spirit of the lodges, The 
spot eclected was Old Park Hill, a place 
situate about three miles from the town,and 
easily reached by rail from the counties ot 
Down and Armagh, aud by road from Bel- 
fast.

varieties of fruit, Thus, for instance, 
instead of the sections for the bests 
twelve winter apples, or fall apples, speci- 
fic varietics ure named, as the best twelve 
Baldwins, the best twelve Rhode Island 
Grecnings, etc,, Similar alterations have 
been made, in the sections for pears and for 
grapes, This arrangement will facilitate 
the work of the judges, and give deseryed 
prominence to special varieties of fruit. 
The growing importance of the vintage in 
the Province is recognized by the offer of 
a prize of $20 tor the best essay on wine- 
making, Two prizes, of $40 and $20, are 
offered for collections of fruit instead of one 
only $50. 


“In the Arts department there are no 
material changes. 

“Tntending exhibitors should take 
Particular notice of arule which, though 
existing previously, has not heitherto been 
rigidly enforced, if we except the last 
exhibition, when an unexpected adherence 
to it provoked much dissatisfaction. We 
allude to the regulaticn fixing the time for 
making entrice, The Council notify, and 
yery properly, that this rule shall be strictly 
enforced. After this notice, exhibitors

Grain and other agricultural 
products, machinery, and manufactures 
generally, must be entered not later thap 
the 10th of September, three weeks pre- 
ceding the show; and horticultural pro- 
ducts, etc,, may be entered up to Saturday, 
September 24th, one clear week preceding 
the showy,

wise regulation, 

“Among the improvements in contem- 
plation it is announced that a catalogue 
will be issued for the live stock and im- 
plement departments, This will be a great 
convenience to yisitors, and no small 
advantage to exhibitors themselves.”

TheSt, Clair Fiats Canal. 


The Detroit Zribune has the following ;— 
“The charges of the Canadian journals re.

money has been expended upon it, 


After referring to the language of the trea 
ty of Ghent, the Zrivune gous on to say ;—

Hot Wheat in 


Chicago. 


The effect of reckless speculation in grain 
and its natural consequence—the storing of 
large quantities for higher prices—is just 
now manifesting itself in Cnicago in an 
unwelcome shape. The Chicago Zribune 
reports thatthe wheat stored in several of 
the elevators is hot, and that isthe fore- 
runner ofsouring. Itis not known how 
much damage has been done ; but it would 
not be surprising, when the extreme heat 
of the season and the large masses of wheat 
on hand at Chicago are taken into considera- 
tion, ifthe amountthus damaged should 
prove to be very considerable, The stock 
of all kinds of grain im store last Monday 
as reported the Warehouse Association to 
the Chamber of commerce, was 4,601,362 
bushels, against 1,358,180 bushels the 
corresponding period last year, and 1,939,- 
508 in 1868. Of the total amount in store at 
last report, 1,936,689 bushels was wheat, 
against 648,471 bushels last year. It will 
be seen from these figures that the stock of 
grain now in store in Chicago 1s very large 
as compared with previous seasons,

Crops. 


The July report of the Agricultural De- 
partment at Washington, states that the 
great wheat-growing districts all show a 
reduction in their condition, and the crop 
will be 210,000,000 bushels, a decrease of 
48,000,000 bushels, The increase in New 
England States is about 2 per cent. The 
cotton returns show an increase of 12 per 
cent, aggregating nearly a million acres, 
It is estimated that the crop will be three 
anda half millions bales. The oat crop 
will equal that of last year, Vermont being 
the only New England State below last 
year’s average, The tobacco returns indi- 
cate an increase inthe average of 6 per 
cent, The apple crop willbe unusually 
large. The peach crop is below the nyver- 
aye in every State but New Jersey. Both 
the apple and peach crops inthe United 
States are infested with insects, Main has 
three per cent, more spring wheat than last 
year; New Hampshire two; while Ver- 
mont has nine per cent, less, aud Mas- 
sachusetts three per cont. less,

Buipok To Connrot ENGLAND AND 
Franck.—A project ison foot in England 
| to establish a pontoon service between Do. 
yer, in England ,and tho post of Andresell- 
es, near the port of Boulogne, in France, 
the pontoons to be made somewhat like 
our ferry-boats, 80 us to be boarded by 
trains nt either end, and large enongh to 
accomodate at one time twenty-four cars; 
with the Jccomotive and tender, Each 
floating platform will measure four hun- 
| dred and twenty feet in length, aud bave 
steam propulsion of sixteen hundred horse 
power. Tho resources of science, and the 
experience of railroading and shipbuild- 
ing will be exhausted in rendering the 
transit as safe and easy aa posmble. The 
pontoon boats will, in ordinary weather, 
glide smoothly and with such uniformity 
through tho water thatthe passengers will 
feel scarcely any sea motion, and the speed 
attainable 1s confidently estimated at from 
twenty to twenty-flve milesperhour, The 
computed cost of the works necessary at 
either port for embarkation and landing of 
trains, and the shelter of passengers and 
foods will be about three million flve hun 
dred thousand dollars, while the vessels 
themsclyes will cost about six hundred 
thousand dollars.

THE EXPORTATION OF COAL 

Panis, July 9$.—The Journal Oficiel this 

morning publishes the following letter from 

the Emperor, dated July 26:— 
ae ie Commander-in-Chigs of the Garde Nation- 
ale: 

‘Dean Genenac,—I beg you to express on 
my part to the Garde Nationale of Paris how 
much I count on Its patriotism and devotion at 
the moment when I am about to set out for the 
army. Ihave to testify to it the confidence 
which I repose {n its will and abliity to malo- 
talo order io Paris, and to contribute to the 
regency of the Empress. It ts becoming to aay 
that each one, according to the measure of bis 
abiity, sball add to the safety of the country.’ 

‘The Journal Oficiel also contains a correspon- 
dence from St. Petersburgh, in which It is sald 
that Russia does not sympathize with Prussia 
Prussia wishes to make a Prussian lake of the 
Baltic and attacks the Independence of Den- 
mark,and that of halfofGermany. The corres- 
poudence says further that the Czur treats the 
French ambassador here with much distinction, 

The Empress, attended by the ladies of the 
Court,proceeded to the chapel Notre Dame des 
Victolres, and placed there a yotive lamp sim{- 
Jar to the one she placed in the same chapel at 
the beginning of the [tallan war. 

Pants, July 28.—The Gaviois publishes a re- 
ort to-day that a conditional alliance has beco 
concluded betweenFrance and Italy,and that the 
uow treaty stipulates that in cases of certain 
eVentualities France Isto pay Italy 60 millions 
of francs, and leave her free te make Rome the 
capital of the kingdom, 


Ithaving been reported here that several 
American officers desire to follow the French 
ucmy in the campaigns agalost Prussia, for the 
purpose of making observations forthe use of 
the American Government, petitions were late- 
ly filed with the Government for the necessary 
permissien. The request was declined, the 
bighest military authority of the empire repeat- 
ing that no forelgn officer, however high his 
rank, would be permitted near the French 
army. 


Pants, July 28,—The Emperor left St. Cloud 
to-day by special train forthe army. He was 
accompanied by Prince Napoleon. The Em- 
press parted with him at the railway station. 
She was deeply moved, and asthe traiu disap- 
peared, returned to the Palace. 

Panis, July 23 (midnight)—The Emperor 
arrived at4 o'clock this afternoon at Mots, 
where the Imperial headquarters are establish- 
ed.
